ATHENS, Dec, 28—The American- 
born ‘member of the Greek royal family, 
formerly Mrs, William B. Leeds, now 
the wife of Prince Christopher, has 
given me an interview—the only one she 
has accorded to a newspaper man. I 
asked Princess Anastasia her opinion on 
the situation in Greece, and she said: 

“During the war public opinion on 
both sides. was controlled by propa- 
ganda, You remember how in France, 
for ¢xample, Huropeans were able to 
put Whatever complexion they liked on 
thé Arierican “military effort. In the 
battle” “Sf the Argonne, ‘one ot the 
greatest battles of the wat and of all 
time, more than a million. men were 
under Americah corhmand, and the 
Amefican victory made further resist- 
aieé by the Gerniane impossible; But 
that great. battle was made to appear 
a minor e¢ffort, and by that piece of 
propagandism the whole political effect 
of the allied victory was changed. 
Buropeans use this weapon with an et- 





fectiveness our more direct Americans 
tind it hard to understand. 
Power of Véniselist Propagandsa. 

“In his contest for power in Greece 
Venigelos had the use the whole allied 
meehanism. fot propaganda. He kept 
constantly before the people of all coun- 
tries a picture of a wicked and treach- 
erous King. It was true that King Con- 
stantiné had married a sister of the Kai- 
ser. It was true that the King‘ had tried 
to keep out of war until he should be 
compelled to enter by national duty and 
interest as he saw them. Out of this ma- 
terial, Venizelos, to whose personal ari- 
bitions the destruction of the King’s in- 
fluence was necéssary, created a mythi- 
cal character, who to the allied publica 
wan scarcely leay sinister than the Kai- 
ser himself. 

“Tt was far fromi @ faithful portrait, 
but tt served the Venizelist purpose, and 
it might have condemned Constantine 
to an ignominious page in history but 
for the fact that he had a friend who 
stuck to him through sood and evil re- 
port. ‘That friend was the Greek democ- 
racy. It was through no solicitation or 
scheming of his owh that Coristantiné 
came back. He was out of power and 
in exile.

GREAT TRIUMPH.OF SCIENCE 


By the Famous Physicist Whose Re- 
searclies Laid the Foundation for 
Elnstein’s Theory of Relativity.

CHICAGO, Deo 29.—Professor Albert 
A. Michelson, the noted scientist of the 
University of Chicago, In a paper read 
today before the American Physical So- 
ciety, in conjunction with the annual 
meeting of thé American Association for 
the Advancement of Science, announced 
the perfecting of a device for measuring 
the diamieters of stars by interference 
methods. ‘This.1s regarded by scientists 
as a stupendous achievement. 

Professor - Michelson’s paper, which 
bears. the title of ‘* The Application of 
Interference Methods to Astrdénomical 
Measurements,"’ gave the result of the 
first application of the device to one 
of the stars in the constellation; of 
Orion, Alpha Orionis, whose distance 
has already been determined by paf- 
allax methods. Thé common name of 
this star {s Betelgeuse. It has been 
possible, hitherto to determine: the. dis- 
tances of some of the nearer stars, 
though the. nearest is trillions of miles 
away, by measuring their parallax, and 
the masses of binary stars have 
computed by other: methods involving 
mathematical consideration of theif 
observed period...

sun, and nearly as‘large as that of the 
orbit of the planet Mars. To be explicit 
the diameter of Betelgeuse is 260,000,000 
miles. If it were placed as near to us 
as the sun its brillant surface would} 
fill out the whole visible heavens. Com- 
pared with the sun in.volume it is 27,- 
000,000 fimes as great. These dimen- 
sions make the bodies in our solar sys- 
tem seem most minuté and insighificant 
ahd present the conception of celéstial 
bodies of magnitudes hitherto unimeas- 
ured and almost beyond ccmprehension.

measuring the diameter of Betelgeuse. 
The method of ‘Professor. Michelson has 
also been applied by a member of the 
staff at the Mount Wilson Observatory 
to the measurement of the star Capella, 
which has’ been known from _ spectro- 
‘scopic evidence to be really @ double 
star, though the two stars are so near 
together as to appear as one through 
the most powerful telescopes. By means 
of Professor Michelson’s attachment to 
the. eight-foot telescope it was possible 
to measure the minute angie of .045 sec- 
ond subtended by the two stars and to 
‘determine ‘théir stccessive positions as 
they revolyed in their orbite: The éal- 
culated and observed results agreed 
with astonishing precision, the maximum 
error being .0001 of a second. The mag- 
nitude of this exceedingly small angle 
can be appreciated by the fact that it 
is roughly equal to that which would be 
subtended by a pinhead at a distance 
of more than a thousand miles. 
Michelson's Device the Work of Years. 


Professor Michelson, generally recog- 
nized as the foremost authority in the 
world on the subject of light, has been 
working on the principles involved in 
the mechanism of this device for a 
number of years. He perfected the 
idea last Summer, but kept the matter 
@ secret from all except his most inti- 
mate associates, 

He took the plans out to the Mount 
Wilson obsérvatory in California . last 
Summer end after some preliminary in- 
structions left his assistants to conduct 
the tests with the device. Yesterday 
Professor Michelson - received a tele- 
gram from the observatory, announcing 
the success of the contrivance in its 
first experiment. 

“There has never before been any 
means of direct measurement of the 





stars,” saia Professor Forrest Moulton, 
the well-known astronomer of the Uni- 
versity of Chicage, in commenting upon 
the invention. 

*““'The principles of the device are so 
sound that the figures may be accepted 
as absolutely accurate. This first test 
introduces us to a conception of celes- 
tial bodies of magnitudes hitherto un- 
measured. and almost ‘beyond comprehen- 
sion. This is just another notable 
achievement in the life. of Professor 
Michelson, which has been devoted to 
intensive research in the subject of 
light.’” : 

Professor Michélson is a scientist of 
uniqué distinction in. America and else- 
where. He has made one of the most 
accurate determinations of the velocity 
of light and has applied the methods of 
light interference to numerous delicate 
physical measurements of lengths and 
angles, among which was his accurate 
determination of standards of lengths 
for the French Government. The fa- 
mous Michelson-Morley light experiment 
gavé much’ of the inspiration out of 
which has grown the Einstein theory of 
relativity. 


A Recipient. of the Nobel Prize. 


Professor Michelson is one of a very 
small group| of scientists who have been 
awarded — prize for their re- 
searches. 

He has been — for many years 
America’s . leading scientist. He was 
born at Streino, Germany, in 1852. His 
primary education was. obtained. in the 
public schools of San Francisco. He 
then sought an appointment to the Unit- 
ed States Naval Academy. President 
Grant found a place for him and he was 
graduated a midshipman in 1873. After 
a service‘of two years at sea he became 
an instructor in physics and chemistry 
at the Naval Academy, this really being 
the start of his career as scientist. 

He became so enamored of scientific 
research that’ he resigned from the ser- 
vice in 1881, studied two years abroad 
and then was appointed Professor of 
Physics in the Case School of Applied 
Science in Cleveland, holding. that posi- 
tion for six years. From 1889 to 1892 he 
was similarly engaged at Clark Univer- 
sity, Worcester, Mass. He was then 
called. to the chair of the department of 
physics at the University of Chicago, a 
position which. he has ever since held. 

The first international recognition of 
Professor Michelson came to him with 
his calculation of the velocity of. light. 
More than thirty years ago by a method 
of his own devising he demonstrated 
that the earth, ‘instead of slipping 
through the medium which transmits 
light, the socalled ether, drags this 
medium along with it. His experiments 


-{aiong this line resulted in his develop- 


ment. of the interferometer, which then 
was the most efficient. instrument de- 
vised for analyzing the spettra of incan- 
descent gases and vapors. 
Some time later Professor Michelson 
applied his interference methods to as- 
tronomical and spectroscopical meastre- 
ments and ascertained the diameters of 
the satellites of the planet Jupiter. 
After’ subsequently specializing in the 
improvement: of scientific instruments 
Professor Michelson brought out -the 
echelon, which has a solving power 
many times as great as the largest dif- 
fraction gtating. It was for this distin- 
guished service rendered to science with 
his echelon and interferometer that the 
Nobel Prize for Physics was awarded to 
him in 1907, 
Honored by. England. America, Germany. 
In’ 1907 also Professor -Michelson re-, 
‘edived the Royal Society's Copley Prize, | 
the highest scientific honor that can be 
bestowed in the British Expire. He has 
received medals and honorary degrees 
from the Franklin Institute of Philedel-.
